‘The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee is still keeping its options open 
on. plans to relocate students, at 
least until tonight (Dec. 17) when 
members are expected to act on 
Superintendent Robert Horan's 
r¢commendations dealing with 
several educational goals. 

‘The goals--to relocate students to 
maximize space in the district, to 
extend the kindergarten day on a 
voluntary basis, and to provide 
computer labs from the fourth 

rade up--have been under 

iscussion by Assistant Superinten- 
dent Henry Dembowski and large 
ips Of parents in recent weeks. 

At last Wednesday's school 
committee meeting, committee- 
men, parents and teachers went 
over additional statistics provided 
by Dembowski and aired further 
concerns about five reorganization 
plans. 

Parents were especially concern- 
ed with space and numbers of 
classes per grade at the Wildwood 
School, the effect of crosstown 
busing on students and placing sixth 
graders on the same buses as high 
school students, and "management" 
at the North Intermediate School. 
Committee member Anthony 
Accardi expressed disappointment 
with projected class sizes, saying it 
was his understanding that any 


reorganization would enable the 
board to show a “dramatic 
reduction" in class size, not just 
tone those sizes down. Dembowski 
explained his figures were con- 
servative since he factored potential 
growth factors into them. With 
additional teachers, he added, class 
sizes could be reduced even 
further. 

When pressed at one point for his 
recommendation, Horan said he 
liked the 6-7-8 concept moving 
sixth graders into both intermediate 
schools and another plan making 
one intermediate school an 
elementary building and putting all 
seventh and eighth graders into the 
other school. He added also he 
would like to study Plan I which 
would move all junior highs into 
the high school. This plan, he said, 
would save considerable money, 
approximately $250,000 according 
to Dembowski's calculations. 

When some parents seemed 
concemed over Horan's statement, 
several school committee members 
hastened to reassure parents they 
were in favor of Dembowski's 
recommendation of the 6-7-8 plan. 

Mitchell Spiris told parents he 
would vote for Dembowski's 
proposal, largely because 80 
percent of residents favored it. 
‘When some present tried to extend

Man charged with selling 
$10m a month in cocaine 


Wilmington detectives have 
cracked what is believed to be a $10 
million-a-month cocaine ring with 
the arrest of a Peruvian national in 
Burlington. Louis Neyra, 23, was 
arrested on Thursday night at his 
apartment at 11 D Beacon Village 
in Burlington, and charged with 
trafficking in cocaine. 

He is also a suspect in the death of 
Michael Giuliani, who was found 
dead in his car at Avco in March. 
His death was caused by an over- 
dose of cocaine. Police are seeking 
more evidence before making any 
charges in relation to that death 

Inspectors Mark Jepson and 
George Shepard have been on the 
case since March. On the day of the

Tewksbury 
sets date 
for Special

A long-awaited Special Town 
Meeting for Tewksbury has been 
finally been scheduled for the 
evening of January 21. 

‘The Board of Selectmen this week 
voted unanimously to hold the 
meeting as soon as possible. A 
number of bills are currently owed 
by the town, and a Special Town 
Meeting is needed to approve the 
funding for the debts. 

The Selectmen refused to hold the 
meeting any earlier as they were 
awaiting certification of the town's 
finances by the state Department of 
Revenue. The state decided that 
Tewksbury has about $595,000 in 
unspent monies, which is enough to 
pay the required bills. 

‘At.this week's meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen, some of the 
bills were brought up for 
discussion. The town owes about 
$350,000 to the North East Solid 
Waste Committee for trash disposal 
contracts and more than $125,000 
is owed to the City of Lowell for an 
unpaid water bill. 

The deadline for submission of 
warrant articles is December 22, 
according to Executive Secretary 
Sandy Barbeau. The Selectmen will 
take any final actions on the articles 
at their regular meeting the 
following night. 

The Selectmen also voted this 
week to send a letter to the various 
department heads in town, warning 
them that the excess funds will be 
used for the payment of bills, and 
urging them not to ask for any 
funding increases at the Special 
Town Meeting. 

“That money has already been 
earmarked,” said Selectman Bill 
Hallisey. . 

‘The Special Town Meeting will 
be held at 8 p.m. on January 21, in 
the gymnasium of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School.

Selectmen discuss 
plans for 1987

Wilmington selectmen spent most 
of the evening Monday going over 
a 30 item list of goals and priorities 
for 1987. 

High on the list of priorities is a 
new fire sub-station in North 
Wilmington. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski said the station will 
figure in one-of his budget items, 
along with renovations to the 
Wilmington police station. Stap- 
czynski said he will recommend 
monies be set aside for a study of 
the most ideal location in North 
Wilmington. 

Another priority is the creation 
of a cable TV corporation for local 
access and programming. The 
corporation is expected to be set up 
close to February 27 when the cable 
contract takes effect. According to 
selectman Jim Stewart, they are 
looking for approximately 15 to 21 
persons representing civic, educa- 
tional, and political groups to serve 
‘on the committee. 

Some ongoing priorities include 


the inventory of town owned land, 
a new water treatment plant, and 
the creation of Wilmington's own 
light department. According to 
Stapezynski, he is still looking for 
an intern to help catalogue land, a 
process expected to be finished by 
the April 1988 deadline. Selectmen 
learned a grant was submitted to 
DEQE regarding the proposed 
water treatment plant. The work 
will be advertised in late winter 
with a formal groundbreaking 
schedule for late spring or early 
summer. Stapczynski added he 
plans to set aside funds in next 
year's budget to conduct an 
in-depth study on a Wilmington 
light plant and related legal and 
engineering costs. 

Other priorities under discussion 
Monday included the Town Center 
project, affordable housing, an 
objection to using special town 
meetings for zoning articles, and 
the creation of a Department of 
Community Development to act as 
an umbrella of all departments in 
the permit granting process

On Friday, the water main was 
given its final pressure test, and it 
failed. When the main was dug up 
on Monday for the repair, a valve 
broke.

Within a short drive down a winding Route 62, people 
from many communities in the area are'devout fans of the 
health care services offered at the Lahey Clinic in 
Burlington. If one HMO member is not quick to brag about 
the results he has had with his Lahey physician, another 
will gladly give you the charming story as to the birth of 
her first child at the rambling facilities that lie behind the 
Burlington Mall, and adjacent to 128. 

And, this popularity for the Lahey Clinic is not limited to 
the communities in eastern Massachusetts. Their reputation 
has spread like wildfire, with patients now visiting from 
around the world. A recent visit to the facility by this 
writer brought me face to face with a travel agency 
directly in the main lobby. All they need now is a 
Cumberland Farms. 

Subsequently, all this growth has brought with it a 
significant demand for expansion, in order to serve the 
increasing number of patients, from both this area and 
beyond. And it is here that Lahey has encountered quite a 
formidable bureaucracy. The clinic's proposal to add 64 
beds has been adamantly opposed by community hospitals 
such as Choate Memorial in Woburn. For obvious reasons, 
hospitals such as Choate are not anxious for any additional 
competition for patient bed space in the area. But it would 
appear quite obvious that there is a tremendous preference 
on the part of many for the services offered at Lahey; and 
certainly the patients should be the ones to decide where 
their health needs are serviced. 


We were standing around in 
groups, looking very much like 
nursing assistants, at a staff 
Christmas party.

This is the time of year when ice 
skaters fall through the newly 
formed ice on lakes and ponds, an 
accident which frequently results in 
tragedy.’ Some daring youngsters, 
especially the hockey enthusiasts, 
just can't seem to wait for the ice to 
get thick enough. But how do you 
know? 


Who do you call to find out if the 
ice is safe for skating on local 
ponds? The police? The fire 
department? 

Wrong on both counts. The 
answer is simple and brief: there is 
nobody to call to find out if the ice 
is safe for skating. 

Once upon one time, according to 
Lieutenant Jim Graham of the 
Tewksbury Fire Department, the 
fire house was the first place to call. 
He told of growing up in 
Wilmington and watching the fire 
department crews drag heavy 
weights onto Silver Lake, to 
determine the safety of the ice.

He said he 
checks with a few fishermen in one 
day, to get a better sampling, 
because the ice may vary in 
thickness from one spot to another. 

‘The lieutenant told of ice-boating 
on a local pond one day, skimming 
along at high speed, when he 
spotted a patch of open water near 
one shoreline. 

He said he leaned hard and dug in 
his heels, and narrowly missed the 
open water. "I stayed away from 
that end of the lake for the rest of 
the day,” he said. 

A phone call to the Wilmington 
Fire Department revealed that they 
also do not test the ice ‘anymore.

Thirty-five years ago Bob Evans 
was a chicken farmer on 
Ballardvale Street in Wilmington. 
Now he is a New Hampshire 
resident. His Wilmington home 
was taken when Route 93 was built. 
Bob used to sell his eggs to 
housewives in Suburban Boston. He 
did this in door-to-door travel. 

Bob found, in 1951, that the price 
of chicken feed was going up, so he 
decided to grow some for himself. 
Bob rented several acres of land, 
southerly of Salem Street and 
westerly of Woburn Street, part of 
the old Hathaway farm. The land 
was plowed and planted in wheat. 

Somewhere in the neighborhood 
were some bushes. Those 
bushes and wheat plants are 
alternate yearly hosts to a disease 
called Wheat Rust.

With the exception of pheasant 
and quail, virtually the entire list of 
small game hunting is still open, 
especially bunnies. 

Forget about Bugs and Thumper 
and the other cartoons -- we're 
talking here about standard-issue 
garden rippers. Anyone with a 
decent backyard garden will have 
more than one horror story about 
“The Night The Bunnies Cleaned 
Me Out.” Make no mistake about it 
-- rabbits will chew a garden down 
to the roots in no time flat. 

And with such a bountiful diet, 
it's no wonder the fields are 
crawling with cottontails right 
now. The ground cover of snow 
makes the hoppers show up nicely 
indeed, and few things are more 
fun than ‘spending an afternoon 
chasing bunnies with the help of a 
good beagle. 

The best part of bunny hunting, 
though, is when the rabbit is finally 
under your fork. Americans are 
squeamish about eating rabbit, but 
not so the Europeans. 

Bunnies make up an important 
source of meat in the Old Country, 
and for good reasons, too. Their 
reproduction rate is legendary, and 
most breeds are ready for the table 
even faster than chickens. My dear 
mother, in fact, is looking into 
breeding rabbits for chow, perhaps 
to pay them back for the damage 
they've done to her tomato patch. 

The best way to conduct a bunny 
expedition is to first find someone 
with a good beagle and a spare 
Saturday. Ask around. 

For rabbit hunting, nothing beats 
abeagle. Period. The stumpy little 
dogs will chase bunnies -- without 
training, according to one breeder | 
know -- and all you have to do is 
point and shoot. 

Oddly enough, there's no chasing 
to be done on your part, The dog 
does it all. Once the beagle starts 
chasing a bunny, you just stay put 
and wait. 

No one knows why, but most 
bunnies will run in a big circle, . 
ending up in the exact spot where 
the dog flushed it out. The toughest

The Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife reports a superb deer 
harvest on opening day. With 63 
out of 64 check stations reporting, 
a record 1,629 deer were taken on 
opening day -- 1,235 of them 
wearing antlers. The biggest rack 
belonged to a 16-point buck taken 
by Davé Martin of Stockbridge, 
and ten-pointers were almost 
routine. 

‘The deer season opener was a safe 
One, as well. Thousands of hunters 
took to the field -- with guns -- and 
only one accidental shooting was 
reported. A Deerfield hunter was 
reportedly shot in the arm, but the 
Division of Law Enforcement 
termed the injuries "minor." All 
of the check station reported happy 
hunters returning with stories of 
deer seen, if not taken. 

The state has purchaséd almost 
1,000 acres of wildlife lands during 
the past three months. Many of the * 
Wildlife Management Areas were 
expanded with the purchases, and 
the nearest parcel was a 120-acre 
plot in Tyngsboro, which is the 
largest Great Blue Heron rookery 
in the Commonwealth. 

For those looking for something 
warm to do this winter, there will 
be the 11th annual Eastern Fishing 
and Outdoor Exposition in 
Worcester from Jan. 28 to Feb. 1. 
The show will be held at the 
Centrum in Worcester, with 
afternoon hours on all of the dates.
